people that had indured che many difficulties where- 
unto fuch :aGions are fubieéted chiefly in the Win- 
ter feafon 5. and likewife by the informations given 
them by certaine of the Natives, that had beene kept 
along timein their hands wherefore we refolued once 
more to tric the veritie thereof,and to fee if poflibly we 
might finde fomething that might induce afrelh re- 
folution to profecutea worke fo pious and fo honoura- 
ble. And thereupon they difpatched Captaine Hoé- 
fan, of the Ile of wight, together wich Captaine Her- 
ley, Mafter Lobu Matthew,Malter Stxrton, with two Sal- 
uages, the onecalled Epenow, the other AZanawet, with 
commiffion and direétions fir for them to obferue and 
follow, the betier to bring to patle what: was expected. 
But as in all humane affaires, there is nothing more 
certaine, then the vneertaintie thereof ; fo fellic out 
in this; foralittlebeforefuch time as they arrived vp- 
on the coalt with the forefaid Sauages , who were Na- 
turalls of thofe parts jit happenedthere had beene one. 
Hunt (a worthletle fellow of our Nation (fet out by cer- 
taine Merchants forloue of gaine ; who (not contene 
with the commoditie he:had by the fth , and peaceable 
“trade he found among the Sauages) after hee had made 
his difpatch ,and was ready to fer fayle’, (more fauage- 
like then they ) feized vpon the poore innocent crea- 
tures, that in confidence of his honeftie had put them- 
felues into his hands. And ftowing them vnder hat- 
ches, to thenumber of rwenty foure, carried them into. 
the Straights, wherehee foughtto fell them for flaues ,. 
and foldas many as: he could get money for. Buc when 
fz was vnderftood from whence they were brought, . 
the Briers of thofe parts tookethe reft from them, and 
keptchem to be inftructed in the Chriftian Faith sand fo 
difappoinced this vnworthy fellow of the hopes ofgaine 
he conceiued to make by thisnew & dinellith proiect.

This being knowne by ourtwo Saluages, formerly 
fpoken of, they prefently contraéted fuch an hatred 
againft our whole Nation, as they immediatly ftudied 
how to be reuenged ; and contrived with their friends 
the beft meanes to bring it to paile 5 but Aanawer 
dying ina fhort tume afterthe Ships arriuallthere, and 
the other obferuing the good order, and ftrong guard 
our people kept, ftudied only how to free himfelfe out 
of our hands, and thereupon laid the plot very orderly, 


and indeed effected his purpofe, although with {fo Gases 


great hazard to himfelfe arid friends , that laboured his 
re(cue, that Capraine Hob/on and his whole compa- 
ny imagined he had beeneflaine. Andthough in the 
recouery of his body they wounded the Mafter of our 
Ship , and divers other of our company, yet was not 
their defigne without the flaughter of fome of their 
people, and the hurts of other, compatIed,as appea- 
red afterward. se Li Foo 

Hereupon Captaine Hob/on and his companie, 
conceluing the end of their attempt to bee fruftrare, 
refolued without more adoe to returne, and fo thofe 
hopes, that charge and voyage was loftalfo, for they 
brought home nothing but thenewes of their euill fuc- 
celle, of the vnfortunate caufe thereof, and of a warre 
now new begunne betweene the inhabitants of thofe 
parts, and vs. A miferable comfort. for fo weake 
meanes as were now left, to_purlue the conclufion of 
fo tedious an enterprife, 

While this was a working , wee found the meanes to 
fend out Capraine Jobx Smith from Plymouth, ina 
fhip , together with Mafter Darmer and diuers others 
with him, to lay the foundation of a new Plantation, 
and torry the fifhing of thar Coaft, andto feeketo fettle 


a trade with the Natiues: But fuch was his misfortune, 


as being {earce free ofour owne Coatt, he had his mafts _

of the firft,difpatched him away againe,who comming 
to the height of the Wefterne Iflands, was chafed bya 
French Pirate, and by him miade prifoner, although his 
fhip in, che night efcaped away , and returned home 
with theloffe of much of her prouifion, and the ouer- 
throw of that voyage, tothe ruine of that poore Gen- 
tleman Captaine Smith, who was detained prifoner by 
chem, and foreed to fuffer many extremities,before hee 
otfree ofhistroubles, 

Notwichitanding thefe difafters, it pleaf ed God fo to 
worke for our incouragement againe, as hee fent inte 
ourhands Tafyeautum, one of thofe Saluages that for- 
merly had peene betrayed by this vnworthy Hunt be- 
fore named, by whofe meanes there was hope concet- 
ued to worke a peace betweene vs, and his friends, they 
being the principall inhabitants of that coaft, where 
the fre was kindled. But this Saluage 7. alquantum, 
being at chat time in the New-found land with Captain 
Mafon-, Gouernour there forthe vndertakers of thar 
Plantation ; Mafter Darmer (who was therealfo, and 
fometimes before imployed as we haue {aid by vs, to- 
gether with Captaine Toba Smith ) found.che meanes 
to gine vs intelligence of him, and his opinion of the

Buc hauing patled all thefeftormes abroad , and yn- 


dergone fo many home-bred oppoficions , and freed. - 


our Patent,which we were by order of State afligned to 
renew, for the amendment of fome defeéts therein con- 
tained, we were allured of this ground more boldly to 
proceed on than before ; andtherefore we tooke firft to 
confideration how to raife the meanes to aduance the 
planation. In the examination thereof, two wayes 
did offer themfelues ; The one was the voluntary con= 
tribution of the Patenrees ; Theorher, by an eafieran- 
foming of the freedomes of thofe that had a will to par- 
take onély of the prefent profits, arifing by the trade, 
and fifhing vpon the eoaft, ote 

The firtt was to proceed from thofe Noble-men, and 
others that were Parentees, and chey agreed. by order 
among themfelues to disburfe a hundred pounds a 
peece, for the aduancement of fuch neceflary bufines, as 
they had in hand. : 

The fecond was to be accomplifhed by fecling fuch 
liberties and orders inthe wefterne cities, and townes,. 
as might induce euery reafonableman, in, and about 
them, affecting the publikegood, ora regular procee- 
ding in the bufinetle oftrade , to embrace an vniformi- 
tie, and to loyne ina communitie, or ioynt ftocke toge- 
ther: Howreafonable, or vnreafonable thofe orders 
were, 1s hereafter to be feene, and iudged by euery well 
affeéted perfon , or any trulylouing the publike good 


of our Nation , whereunto is annexed the difference of 


trading bya ioynt ftocke vnder gouernment and orders; 
and the promifcuous trading withouc order, and in a 
_ difjoynted manner , as ofilate chey haue doneto thein« 

finite premdice of others already , asalfo to the loffe of 
many of themfelues, thar contemptuoufly and greedily 
haue leapt into that courfe, as it werein defpight of all 
Authoricie , whofe reward, in time, will follow, 
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of Nevv ENGLAND. 
Before thefe Orders were to be tendered to thofe ci- 
ties andtownes, ic was defired thatrhere might be let- 
ters fent frem their Lordfhips , admonithing them of 
his Maiefties royall Grant, that prohibireth any nor 
free of chat bufines , to intermeddle wichin our limits, 
vpon paine of confifcation of {hip and goods. Thefe 
letters expreffing withall the good affection of thofe 
that were intereiled in the bufinefle , to entertaine any 
that fhould be willing to conformethemfelues to fuch 
orders, as had in that behalfe beene eftablifhed, 
~— But thofe letters how full of Tuttice foever they ap- 
peared, were as diftaftefull, as was the rumor of Order 
vito then: for by it cuery particular man thought him- 
felfe ftrait debarred of libertieco run his owne currant,in 


which hethoughthis freedome did onely confit; and 


by debarring himthereof, his priuate ends were ouer-_ 


throwne,which was to-endeuour to prevent his neigh- 


bour ofthe market he aimed at,or the Harbour he refo'=- 


ued to goe vito, or the prefent trade hee expected to 
haue by his.priuate induftrie , but as for the publique 
hee cared not, let that fare as it would. While thelé 
things were indifpute, and likely to haue taken a good 
foundation,the news of che Parliament flew to all parts,
